A Good Boy, Neighbors Say.

nish him with a bomb, which he was

2—T. J. Coonejc, an official of the 


Thiel detective agency, suggested that 
he arranged to have a bomb thrown in 
the New York financial district or "at 
Morgan." 
Bailin told of the battle between 


the two agencies to obtain control of 
the Investigation into the Wall street 
bomb plot, in order to get he financial 
benefit of the probe. 


He read a letter which he had re- 


ceived from Cooney, written In At- 
lanta, Ga., In which Cooney suggested 
that Bailin get in touch with "Some 
Jews in Philadelphia or Germane in 
New York with whom you are con- 
nected," and investigate their connec- 
tion with the bomb plot.

He deiied the court 
in Ills advice to the banking depart- 
ment not 10 pay the dralt ou the suar- 
anty fund which would ha\e saved the 
Citizens bank.

jury and in executing attorney in de- 
fiance of law and order, and is now in 
contempt of the 
courc issuing 
the 


ord»r. 


"Mr. Spillman cannot get 
behind 


anyone at* an excuse for his actions. 
He is a duly elerted constitutional of- 
ficer and do'es not ha\e to take orders 
from anyone, but he should respect 
the order of courts and proceed legal- 
ly when be pioceeds at all. 


"Mr. Spillman avers he is not con- 


cerned in a practical solution of the 
Holdrege case, but only as to 
its 


legality. He merely proves in 
that 


statement the bankers' contention that 
the banks are being exploited while 
politicians and lawyers tubs over the 
law. The fact that the guaranty fund 
is now compelled to pay $400,000 or 
more to the depositors of the Citizens 
bank when if the court's order had 
been obeyed $187,000 would have set- 
tled the bill, may not interest Mr. 
Spillman as a practical 
proposition, 


but it would if he had to pay this un- 
necessary loss himself. But the people 
of HolUrege and the banks of the state 
pay the loss, so why should the at- 
torney general and the political ap- 
pointees ot the state care? They are 
in the business of making votes, not 
in conserving the property of the peo- 
ple intrusted to the banks. The banks 
,must do that in spite of the political 


j machine hung to their necks. 


"The state now has life and death 


power over bankers and in the face 
of this power it permits banks to be 
| exploited and ruined for solvent banks 
to pay for. The state can say who 
shall and who shall not go into the 
banking business. It can drive a 
banker out of his own bank. It can 
close the bank for reasons satisfactory 
to itself. We do not object to these 
powers, we approve of them. We want 
them exercised. Up to date the state 
has made a disgraceful failure ct their 
control of the banking department, as 
proved by fifty-four 
failures. 
We 


want to amend the law so that the 
banks will be in a position to help 
the state department enforce the law 
and handle the banks in need of help. 


"No political machine can success- 


fully exercise such a power. That is 
self evident. Therefore 
the 
banks 


propose a law creating a commission 
composed of practical heads of banks 
chosen by the banks themselves as an 
advisory body to the state banking 
depaitment. «• This commission -would 
be able to prevent the political exploi- 
tation of their banks and the wastage 
of their property thru expensive court 
receiverships. 
This law 
proposes 


that one receiver take the place of 
fifty-four receivers and the same num- 
ber of lawyers, and that the banks 
liquidate thru this commission at their 
own expense the property amounting 
to over $8,000,000 now belonging to 
the guaranty fund and turn the cash 
back to that fund available for paying 
depositors when required without fur- 
ther assessment on the banks. That 
is the self interest motive that moves 
the banks to protect the guaranty 
fund from exploiters who are 
now 


reaching the fund. 


"The politicians and exploiters will 


attempt to defeat the bill for the com- 
mission now before the legislature. It 
will be a bad bill for them. They will 
attempt to amend it by making the 
commission appointive instead of be- 
ing chosen by the banks. They do not 
want a bankers commission on the 
job. It would greatly embarrass them 
in placing political hacks on the job 
as receivers. *hey will attempt to 
have a political receiver appointed by 
the state so he can be used to play 
politics with the banks thru political 
ward healers named as receivers. It 
is to be hoped the 
legislature 
and 


governor will not be deceived by such 
apparent motives. The people have a 
right to expect support from Governor 
Bryan in helping them to save their 
banks from professional politicians-. 


"What earthly objection can 
any 


one offer to a bankers commission, 
paid for by themselves, to sit with the 
state banking secretary once a month 
to help enforce the law and to apply 
a little horse sense to the settlement 
of bank troubles, without in any way 
taking an ounce of power from, tne 
state to do as it pleases? 


"The answer to that is there is no 


objection to it except those made by 
politicians and exploiters of the guar- 
anty fund. Making banks- solvent and 
making votes are two incompatible 
motives. That is why the politician, 
must be kept out of the business of 
supervising banks. 


"The people bad to drive Governor 


Miller of the federal reserve board out 
'of office because he didn't care how 
• many banks were broken in his wild 
j eyed policy of deflation, which drove 
[thousands of our people into 
bank- 


ruptcy. Politicians who bring about 
the same results through ignorance 


I and incompetency had better watch 
J their step. The appeal of a deznagoc 
! is easily met. The people have about 
enough of them."

tin, Lincoln representative 
of

Omaha Trust company, and C- L. Nel- 
son, representative of C. W. McNear 
& Co., Chicago. No action was taken. 
Some of the members doubted the 
wisdom of anticipating the passage of 
a new school law, now before 
the 


legislature, which would make the 
conditions of refunding legal. 
If the 


bill passes, the school district will 
have $400,000 in bonds optional for 
refunding at a lower rate than the 
present 5 per cent 


The report of the committee in 


charge of building the Saratoga annex, 
read by the secretary, included con- 
tracts for equipment awarded to the 
following firms:

Children of the elementary grades 


are the ones now without proper hous- 
ing. Mr. Lefler's figures showed that 
2460 children are housed in pprtables, 
cottages, basements or corridors. No 
portables 
are used for any of the 


upper classes. In the Seventh 
and 


Eighth grades, 77 per 
cent 
have 


classes of thirty-five or more, and only 
rwo percent have less than twenty- 
five. Mr. Lefler said that the distribu- 
tion of children is much more even 
than last year and no classes of sixty 
are found, as was the case in 1921-22. 


Tentative plans for an addition to 


the Hayward building, providing a two 
Btory structure with six class looms 
on each floor, were presented by the 
board's architects, but without action, 
as the amount of money available is 
uncertain. The proposed structure 
would join the present building on the 
north and would be 116 by 62 feet. 


M. -L. Palmer, who had been con- 


ferring with the Lancaster delegation 
and board of control in relation 
to 


fees claimed by the school 
district, 


said that the committee seemed will- 
ing to allow the claim for the school 
for the deaf, established according to 
an enactment legislature of two years 
ago, but for which funds were not in- 
cluded.

to pass an examination showing that 
they are at least 16 years old mentally 
as well as physically," said Miss Clara 
M. Slade, psychologist of the Lincoln 
public schools, ia an address before 
delegates to the Nebraska conference 
of social workers, in a session at the 
Fontenelle. Miss Blade's talk was on 
the backward child, and the work to 
be done in helping it to a place in life. 


"There are three divisions of the 


sub-normal child, ^the idiot, the im- 
becile and the moron. In the schools 
we seldom get any of the first two 
classifications, 
but the 
morons are 


the problem. 


"These children or -persons in ap- 


pearance do not deviate 
materially 


from the normal, but because of thftir 
sub-normal mental 
condition 
their 


training is most important not only as 
a duty to themselves but as a duty 
to society. 


"Many are not fit for public schools 


but those who are should be trained 
in just the essentials. We teach them 
to spell their own "vocabulary, enough 
reading that they may enjoy the books 
of which their minds are capable and 
enough arithmetic to enable them to 
figure up their grocery bills—not in - 
terest, ior they will probably have 
little use for this. These individuals 
will marry and bring forth children. 
If we have them in society it is our 
duty to help them fit in for the com- 
fort of everyone." 


Miss Slade in speaking of the vo- 


cational tendencies of morons, said 
that among boys and men automobilee 
driving is a profession to which they 
run. 
She said that in the schools 


music is stressed as such children 
have a strong sense of rhythm. Girls 
of the moron type, she said, of times 
are led astray.

One paragraph said that nothing In 
the law should make it unlawful to 
issue passes to ministers of the gosppl 
and others giving their entire time to 
religious or charitable work, and in 
another section labeled discrimination 
said that reduced rates to them would 
be permitted.

bill wrong in principle. He is a trus- 
tee of Dosfhe college, an institution 
that sends men out on religious and 
charitable missions, but he preferred 
that it support its own work out of 
the pockets of those who believe in its 
mission.

Senator Cooper said that the 
Episcopal bishop who appeared be- 
fore the "committee said that it cost 
his diocese between $6,000 and $7,000 
in traveling expenses for charitable 
work. The. senator thought the whole 
state ought to bear the burden of the 
cost, and that because the railroads 
ran the trains anyway another worker 
or two would not cost them anything. 
• Senator Smrha said he was per- 
fectly willing that the railroads should 
make contributions to charitable and 
religious work, but that they should 
do it like other peopple. In cash, not 
in passes. He stid there is no such 
thing as a free pass. Someone must 
pay.Senator Good said that every con- 
gregation ougt to pay its ministers 
enough so that they need, not humili- 
ate themselves seeking free transpor- 
tation.

RANGE CATT^DISAPPEAR 


Stockmen Can Find No Clue to 


Thousands of Missing Head 


in Colorado. 


GRAND JUNCTION, Col., Feb. 13.— 


[The mysterious disappearance of cat- 
tle is causing alarm among cattlemen 
of the •western slope of Colorado. 


They are at a loss to a-ocount for 


the uncanny way their cattle drop out 
of sight -without even the slightest 
clue as to where they have gone. As 
a result, stock'raisers have redoubled 
their vigilance against cattle rustlers. 


Great inroads have been made in 


the profits of the cattle business In 
many sections of the forest ranges by 
the strangest problem that has con- 
fronted cattlemen 
in years. 
One 


stockman reported a loss of more 
than 30 'per cent during 1922 for which 
he could not account and the average 
loss in one locality is from 20 to 25 
per cent, according to official state- 
ments sent to the forest supervisor. 


Another rancher reported a loss of 


100 head in two months on a range 
five miles by seven and he found only 
a few dead cattle in the district. Had 
they all died, It is pointed out, cattle 
carcasses would have been found be- 
hind every tree and bush. And yet, no 
eridence that the cattle had been 
driven off the range by rustlers could 
be found. 
In all, the loss last year to the Bat- 


tlement forest, in addition to those 
cattle accounted for by poisoning and 
other known causes, totalled 1,000 
head, an unprecedented figure. 


All ranges are well-ridden by ex- 


perienced cowmen and thoroughly 
policed by forest rangers. It would 
be impossible, range riders say, for a 
person to go into the cattle country 
and drive even a doxen head out with- 
out being detected and If rustlers are 
doing the work, they have methods 
far in advance of any of those prev- 
iously used. 
There are many who claim their

SIXTY MILLION_FOR DRUGS 


Paris Dope Fiends Spent That 


Amount Last Year for Deadly 


Narcotics. 


PARIS, Feb. 13.—"Coke fiende" and 


other drug addicts spent approxi- 
mately $60,000,000 in Paris alone last 
year in pursuit of the elusive intoxica- 
tion that brings madness and death 
in its train. 


And the traffic 
is flourishing in, 


spite of redoubled police efforts and 
the passage last summer of a law pre- 
scribing banishment for five years 
from France on conviction and jail 
sentence for dealing in the prohibited 
"snow." 


This estimate is based on officla' 


figures just issued by the bureau of 
judicial research compiled for com- 
munication to the league of nations, 
which is directing the International 
fight against the sale of drugs. Dur- 
ing the year 1922 the "drug squad" of 
the Paris police department arrested 
314 persons on charges of being en- 
gaged in the illicit traffic. In the same 
period they seized 106 pounds of 
opium, 2 1-2 pounds of haschisch, 50 
pounds of cocaine, seven of morphine 
and three of heroin. 
It is submitted by the police that 


the arrests do not amount to one in a 
thousand of the known dealers so dif- 
ficult is it to '"catch them with the 
goods," A simple calculation gives the 
total of the year's business in poison- 
ous drugs as something between $40,- 
000,000 and $80,000,000.

Focohontas to Be Honored by the 


People of Virginia, 


RICHMOND, Va, Feb. 13.—In con-

An Unusual Loop Hook-up. 


Amateurs who live in apartment 


houses'and who find it impossible to 
install aerials outdoors, but who do 
find it eaiiy to get a-ground connec- 
tion for their 
set, have developed 


some very interesting hook-ups for the 
use of indoor aerials or :'or loops. 


Here is one which is an interesting 


adaptation of the single -circuit re- 
generative set, but its modifications 
and its application to the loop aerial 
and ground make it of special inter- 
est to those who find it difficult to 
get wires strung up outside. 


In the diagram which I am printing 


with this article I am using a vario- 
coupler, but I am told by several ex- 
perimenters that they get better re- 
sults by using an ordinary small vario- 
meter and separating the windings of 
the stator from the windings of the 
rotor. 


In that case the lead-in wire from 


the loop a'erial goes to one end of the 
stator and the other end of the stator 
goes to the grid condenser and the 
variable condensed as shown. Then 
the two connections of the rotor 
would go to the plate connection of 
the socket and to the telephones. 


When this hook-up is used with the 


peanut tube, it is necessary to have a 
vernier condenser in the circuit and it 
should not be more than a twenty-j 
three plate condensor. 
An eleven 


plate condenser is still better. 
[ 


The loop to be used with this hook- 


up should be four feet ou a side and 
consist of eight turns of wire, placed 
one-half inch apart. 


If this size is too large for your 


purpose, however, make a loop three 
feet on a eide and use twelve turns 
spaced three-eights of an inch apart. 


There is an unusual arrangement at- 


tached 
to the 
ground or the cold 


water spigot in this hook-up. This is 
a regular phone condenser of .001 mfd. 
shunted by an ordinary knife switch. 
When this switch is open, the con- 
denser is in the circuit 
When the 


switch is closed, the condenser is out 
of the circuit. 


The grid condenser should be .00025 


mfd. 
and the condenser across 
the 


telephones should be .0005 mfd. 


While this hook-up is adaptable' to 


the peanut tube, there is no question 
but that it works better with the regu- 
lar size UV 200 tube. In that case a 
storage battery should be substituted 
for the dry cell here and the wire 
which leads here to the side binding 
post of the dry cell should lead-to the 
minus connection of the storage bat- 
tery and the center binding 'post of 
the dry cell shown here would be the 
plus side of the storage battery.

connections in this hook-up stand as 
they are.

direction was a signal success. In 
order to. obtain more land grants from 
Queen -Elizabeth, Rolfe and his wife 
returned to England. Here Matoaka 
•was presented at court 
Just prior to their expected return 


to Virginia, Matoaka was stricken 
with her fatal illness and died within 
a few days. Virginia now seeks to 
bring back her remains that she may 
rest forever in her native soil. 


Rolfe returned to America and from 


the knowledge he .had obtained from 
his wife he "was able to instruct others 


In the growth and cultivation of to- 
bacco. It was handed down 
from 


generation to generation, the industry 
grew until Virginia became famous in 
every quarter of the 
globe for the 


quality of its tobacco.

Technically speaking, there is no such thing as an 


indeterminate sentence lor the reason that somebody 
at some time determines how long a prisoner sentenced 
under that law shall remain In the penitentiary. The 
old system was for the court to &a definitely how long 
a man should remain in prison. It had the right to 
choose anywhere between one year and whatever maxi- 
mum was stated in the law covering the particular 
crime. The judge made as good a guess as he could. 
Then It- the man behaved himself he could get out 
earlier by a system of rewards for good conduct. The 
present system gives the trial judge the right to fix the 
minimum except that it may not he less than that fixed 
by law for that crime, and leaves it to those who come 
in daily or less frequent contact with the prisoner to 
determine when he has been punished enough. That 
IB the Issue before the legislature, a choice between 
those two methods. 


We heard a lot a year or two ago about the coopera- 


tive organization of raisin growers. By pooling their 
sales they were getting a price they had never dreamed 
of before and raisin growing was painted as an easy 
road to wealth. The past year has been a serious one 
for the Industry. The supply was bigger than the de- 
mand, and the old law of supply and demand proceeded 
to work havoc with the old price. The reason assigned 
by the general manager is that the high prices turned 
consumption to other products, and now there is a big 
accumulation of last year's crop on hand, due to can- 
celled products. Can any pool beat the law of supply 
and demand?

migration law as you should. The labor unions are 
asking that the restrictions now in force be continued 
because they do not wish the foreign competition in 
labor that will come thru the lifting of the bars. The 
big industries are for a more liberal law because they 
will not have to. continue to pay labor now in this coun- 
try as much as at the present time if they can get an 
addition from abroad to the existing supply. Cheap 
labor. In my opinion, Is a bad thing for any country, 
and the communistic, anarchistic sentiment now to be 
found in great industrial centers is due to the importa- 
tion of large groups of the less desirable foreigners 
who herd In colonies.

has a considerable amount of wealth created by his own 
exertions. 
The reason is that socialism is a remedy 


applicable only in a country where there is no oppor- 
tunity for the hard-working, Intelligent and thrifty man 
to get ahead/ Karl Marz invented it because he saw the 
necessity of some such system for securing justice in 
an oppressed land. Where a man has a chance to chart 
and work out his own destiny he does not want any 
such conditions to surround him as socialism would 
establish. 


Representative Jacoby voted against the bill giving 


ministers, theological students temporarily filling pul- 
pits and mission workers the right to accept transporta- 
tion on the railroads at a reduced rate, if the railroads 
want to sell it to them on those terms. His reason was 
that this placed the clergy under obligations to the rail- 
roads and that It would be an inducement to the rai> 
roads to enter politics again since they could depend 
upon the gratitude of the ministers to assist them in 
their schemes. To those who might think this reason 
far-Ietched we desire to recall that the railroads in the 
old day had very able political assistance from a num- 
ber of preachers, and that the preacher in politics then 
was not such a rarity as he since has become. 


Ten. negro young men and women who are members 


of the senior high school class at Denver compelled the 
white members of it to receive them at a class dance, 
after a very exciting debate at the door. They finally 
gained admittance thru the orders of the high school 
principal who realized they had a right to enter and 
participate, even if they were not wanted. One of the 
negro boys says that the others were very rude to 
them. He said that the principal colored organizations 
of the city were behind them in their demand for equal- 
ity of treatment. A white person can but dimly under- 
stand the tragedy of race involved In the barring of 
those whose only offense Is a dark skin, from the social 
life of a community, and democracy has yet a big ques- 
tion to settle In this respect. Query: Can this recogni- 
tion be forced by an Insistence upon undoubted civil 
Tights?
